stroyed by the emptying of poisons 
into the streams.

in earnest it ought to be carried on 
until it will be possible for fish and 
other water denizens to swim about in 
the rivers and creeks without en 
countering the danger of being killec 
by acids or contracting tuberculosis

While the fisheries department 
was going into conniption fits be- 
cause some unsophisticated 
persons 


were catching tiout one-eighth of an 
inch under the size stipulated by law. 
they failed to realize that thousands 
of trout and other fish were being de- 
stroyed by the emptying of poisons 
into the streams. 


Now that the campaign against the 


pollution of streams has been begun 
in earnest it ought to be carried on 
until it will be possible for fish and 
other water denizens to swim about in 
the rivers and creeks without en 
countering the danger of being killec 
by acids or contracting tuberculosis
